Art.  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meet- 
ing. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Art.  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  raise  to 
defray  town  charges  the  ensuing  year,  and  determine  how 
the  same  shall  be  appropriated. 

Art.  4.  To  act  on  the  list  of  Jurors,  prepared  and  posted 
by  the  selectmen. 

Art.  5.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  concerning 
the  Cemetery. 
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Art.  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation 
to  letting  the  Town  Hall. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  for  the 
prevention  of  fires,  and  in  respect  to  the  election  and  com- 
pensation of  firemen. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  regulations  the  town  will  make  in 
regard  to  fishing  in  Middleton  pond. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Collector 
to  use  all  means  of  collecting  the  taxes  which  a  town  treas- 
urer when  appointed  collector  may  use.
